HAFPENINGS OF THE WEEK. 


+ he San Francisco relief fund is likely to be the 
’ Jargest fund of its kind on record. The country as 
a whole has accepted the calamity of the people of 
San Francisce as an opportunity not merely for 
charity, but for showing the fellow feeling which 
belongs to a full recognition of common interest. 
It is acting very much in the spirit in which com- 
' munities in the lowland of the Mississippi act when 
they find a break in the levees above them. What 
in such a case as that is the unmistakable com- 
munity of material interests is felt in the case of 
the San Francisco sufierers as a community of intel- 
lectual and moral interests. Their misfortunes are 
felt not os belonging to them in particular, but to 
the earth in general and to the United States in 
particular. 


The refusal of President Roosevelt to accept con- 


tributions from abroad has been resented both in 


New York and in San Francisco: itself... In New 
York the editor of the Staats-Zeitung addressed to 
the President what was virtually « tetter of pro- 
test on behalf of Germans who wished to become 
contributors to the relief fund. The President's 
answer was wot conclusive. It.could not well be 
made so under the circumstances. He could not 
- put on record over his signature the only valid reason 
there is for refusing help from other countries. When 
- puch help is offered to the United States Govern- 
ment, either through the State Department or in 
‘gome other formal way, it is made ‘nm so much a 
political obligation conferred on the American people 
» and standing against them as a debt, to be repaid 
- not in contributions to earthquake sufferers in other 
- countries, but in concessions of some kind in inter- 
national politics: If earthquakes are to be regarded 
as political, our earthquakes are certainly our own 
American local affairs, to be dealth with in our own 
American way. On the other hand, if any one in 
Europe, Asia or Africa thinks of an earthquake as a 
_ planetary affair, he is reasonable in holding it to 

be both his right and his duty to help American 
sufferers, not because they are Americans, but be- 
' eause they are human. In that event his action need 
/ have nothing to do with politics, national or inter- 
national. He can reach San Francisco with money 
for its relief as easily as he could reach it in ordinary 
times with money for its goods. It.is not the affair 
of his own Government, of the United States Gov- 
ernment or of any other in such a case. 


The theological view of the earthquake has been 
rather broader than the scientific.

The French Republic of the present is as far as 
possible from the ideas of communism and when it 
introduces them in Government acts, it is only as the 
German Imperial Government introduces Socialism 
that it may make despotism more secure. While 
republican France is far more liberal in its prin- 
ciplés than the German Emperor can ever be in his 
ideas of his “Divine right,’ it showed during the 
week by massing troops in Paris a determination to 
prevent a labor movement from being converted 
into a revolutionary scheme of commimism. Its 
alarm as thus shown may have been justified by 
the facts.

According to Mr. Woodworth Clum, who claims 
to be walking across the Isthmus of Panama on the 
ties, the dirt is not flying with much animation.

They have a right, for one thing, to be as- 
sociated with only by those who come to them in 
good faith and not with the false pretense of good 
fellowship which intends to use them for its own 
ulterior purposes. 

It has been suggested with some force that the 
President’s interpretation of the Man With the 
Muck Rake does not coincide with Bunyan’s inten- 
tion. In “Pilgrim’s Progress” the Man With the 
Muck Rake symbolized the man who is absorbed in 
purely material gain and who never looks up to the 
higher ideals of the spirit. Applied to modern condi- 
tions he represents the devotees of greed—the loot- 


seek wealth for wealth alone, regardless of methods. 
These are the real muck rakers whose scrap heaps 
smell to heaven. They ought to be raked out and 
consumed in the fire of public condemnation. 

The speech made by Ambassador Jusserand at the 
Annapolis services in honor of Paul Jones was a 
model of good taste from the standpoint of a man 
as thoroughly familiar with American history as 
was any man present at the ceremonies. M. Jus- 
serand showed the same knowledge and the same 
good taste in his speech at the dedication of the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition. When a public man 
is chosen to speak for the French public, they seem 
to think in France that he should reinforce knowl- 
edge of what to say with good taste, which stops

MR. ADAMS’ DISCOVERY. 

Not since the discovery of the. 1’1en Commandments, 
imputed to Mr. Roosevelt by the late Speaker Reed, 
has there been a more interesting discovery than 
that of Charles Francis Adams concerning the negro. 
Mr. Adams embodies in an article entitled “Reflex 
Light From Africa,” published in the current fen- 
tury Magazine, his impressions of the negro gained 
at first hand in a trip through the Soudan. His 
conclusions are scmewhat startling, in view of the 
fact that he is a New Englander of the New Eng- 
landers who have insisted that the negro just out 
cf siavery and not far removed from savagery be 
given an equal part in the Government, and that 
if he has not reached the level of his white neigh- 
bers it is because he has not been given a chance. 

Mr. Adams concludes from his observation of the 
negro in Central Africa that he has made no progress 
of himself in civilization and is incapable of it. He 
finds him, after years of more or less contact with 
civilization, the same savage that he was before— 
naked. unashamed, indolent, brutal, murderous. He 
finds that of himself the negro has not even been 
capable of inventing pottery or a written language. 
He can only ‘{mitate. About the oniy difference he 
finds between the negro and the more intelligent 
unimal is the power to express himself in language. 
He says he can be domesticated and utilized under 
the guidance of superior intelligence. “I find myself 
most impressed,” he adds, “by’a realizing sense of 
the appalling amount of error and cant in which we 
of the United States have indulged on this topic. We 
have actually wallowed in a bog of self-sufficient 
ignorance—especially we philanthropists and_ the- 
orists of New England. We do so still. * * * 
For myself, after visiting the black man in his own 
house, I come back with the decided impression that 
this (the theory fhat the difference between the 
negro and the white man ie inconsiderabie and that 
the only real obstacle in his way is that he has never 
the sheerest delusions, 





been given a chance) is of 


due to pure ignorance of rudimentary facts; yet 
we built upon it im reconstruction days as upon a 
foundation stone, a self-evident truth.” He finds 
that the difference between the negro and the civ- 
ilized white is immeasurable, and that deprived of 
the support of the white races the negro reverts to 
savagery. 

This is news to Mr. Adams and will doubtiess ve 
news to many others who, not having studied the 
negro closely at first hand in America, were aston- 
ished to find that he is onlv a short distance removed 
from his savagery of centuries. It induces in Mr. 
Adams a train of thought with regard to the meth- 
ods which should be adopted in the treatment of the 
negro. He suggests a veiled protectgrate in San 
Domingo, fashioned after London’s protectorate in- 
vention in Central Africa. He suggests an attitude 
of paternalism in the treatment of the negro in 
America, although he finds it difficult to reconcile 
any method except that now followed with our 
Declaration of Independence. 

Altogether, Mr. Adams is very much stirred up, 
and his article is likely to create no end of a stir 
among his New England friends. It ought at least 
to suggest to them that the Southern people, who 
have dealt with the negro problem in its worst 
phases, while making some mistakes and indulging 
in so:ne violence and wrenching of American prin- 
ciples, have shown wonderful patience and _ intelli- 
gence. 

But the negro problem is probably not so hopeless 
as Mr. Adams’ discovery leads him to think. Un- 
doubted progress has been made in the teaching of 
the negro in this country. Booker Washington’s 
work at Tuskegee shows that the negro can be 
taught and that, at least with the support and in- 
spiration of his white neighbors, he can be led rath- 
er rapidly into the ways of civilization. So we need 
not despair at once with Mr. Adams, or revolution- 
ize our principles in order to meet his new-found 
perplexity. 

But at least the facts he cites ought to make us 
considerate of those who deal with the negro, and 
extremely thoughtful on the question of his future. 
+++

HEATING BY INCANDESCENT MANTLE. 

J. Laffargue, in an article on ‘‘Radio-Incandescent 
Grates,” in La Nature (Paris, March 10), says: 

“The incandescent mantle has hitherto been used 
only for lighting purposes. 
engineer, has devised a new mantle, made of radio- 
incandescent substances, having pronounced calorific 
qualities, which cannot fail to be useful in domestic 
heating. It is an application of the most recent dis- 
coveries regarding the properties of rare earths and 
radiant bodies. The heating mantle in question is 
composed of a new mixture of rare earths in which 
the dominant active substance is cerium, which has 
a very high radiating power. It may be estimated 
that such a mantle radiates 100 per cent more heat 
than a Welsbach mantle of the same form and the 
same weight, on a burner. The output of the appa- 
ratus may be considered as 40 per cent greater than 
that of the devices hitherto known. 


HOUSING THE POOR IN MILAN. 

Consul Dunning of Milan supplies a comprehensive 
article on the successful plans for better housing of 
the poor in that Italian city. A commission found 38,- 
000 families living in one room each, and that 333,000 
persons, or 70 per cent of the, population, were living 
in 172.417 rooms. "Thousands of these rooms had no 
light except through the entrance door. The Milan 
citizens in 1905 voted overwhelmingly for municipal 
participation in plans for better housing for. work 
people, and a system of modern tenement houses will 
row be built to supplement the sanitary lodging 
houses recently established, which furnish good quar- 
ters for 60 cents per week. A million dollars is to 
be spent for the erection of 48 tenement houses, each 
of which will contain 500 rooms, divided into one, 
two and three room apartments. The Humanitarian 
Society also appropriated $400,000 from its charity 
funds, and is building model apartment homes for the 
poor. 


MEASURING NERVE ELECTRIC FORCE. 


Herr Einthoven of Germany has invented an éx- 
tremely sensitive galvanometer, whereby he has 
measured the electricity of the human body. The in- 
strument, which can measure the millionth part of 
an ampere, consists of a silvered quartz fiber 
stretched between the poles of a strong electro-mag- 
net. When the faintest current passes through this 
fiber it moves in the direction of the lines of the 
magnetic field, and the movement can be detected 
and directly measured by a microscope, or it can be 
recorded through photography. The new instrument 
rnay be used to study the current of electricity that 
flows through the human nerves. The action of the 
heart has already been measured by Lippman’s elec- 
tro-capillary instrument. It is well known that the 
muscular contractions in the beating of the heart 
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produce variations in the electme resistance of this 
organ; this was determined by Walier im 15%. Ein- 
thoven claims now to have detected electric waves 
which correspond to the beating of the heart, and 
proved that the electric phenomena vary with every 
beat. The waves are similar in form to those of 
the cardiograph, invented by the late Prof. Marey, 
and were detected by the use of photography. 


A WONDERFUL LOCK. 

Neuman Tobias of Kingston, Jamaica, has invented 
a remarkable lock. The combination consists of four 
sets of 24 letters of the alphabet, which can be set 
to a sentence in most modern languages. When one 
letter is used in one alphabet and another in the sec- 
ond set and so on it becomes a very complicated mat- 
ter indeed.’ Furthermore, tnstead of letters, the in- 
ventor has employed four sets of numerals. Assum- 
ing that the lock is set to a figure in the number 
of 3,030,303,030,303,030, it would take anyone who un- 
dertook the job of unlocking the safe 96,090,278 years 
269 days 30 minutes and 30 seconds working at the 
rate of 60 numbers a minute to arrive at the proper 
combination.. During that time he would have no 
time for eating, drinking or sleeping. 
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INSURANCE AGAINST EARTHQUAKES AND 
HURRICANES. 

Mr. H. H. Bell, acting Governor of Dominica, in a 
letter to the London Colonizer, tells of the insurance 
written in the West Indies by certain members of 
Lloyds against losses from hurricanes, earthquakes 
and volcanic eruptions. Policies are issued on build- 
ings and crops, excluding bananas. Owing to the 
fragile nature of the banana tree the underwriters 
are not at present prepared to insure that kind of 
cultivation. The underwriters are prepared, Mr. Bell 
says, to take risks on buildings of all sorts and on 
cultivations of canes, cocoa, cotton, coffee, oranges, 
cocoanuts, vanilla, limes, rubber, tobacco and spices: 
With this scheme of insurance the owners of prop- 
erty in the islands may in future be freed from the 
great anxiety hitherto felt by planters during the 
‘hurricane season.”’ 


ELECTRICITY COMING FAST. 

The first of 25 locomotives ordered by the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad Co. has ar- 
rived in New York, and it is predicted that within 
another quarter of a century a steam locomotive in 
New York will be a sight to cause people to collect 
in crowds. The new electric locomotive looks like 
an ordinary express car, with a double trolley con- 
nection on the roof of the car. It weights only 78 
tons, but its builders claim that it can pull a train 
of 250 tons between New York and Boston at an ay-

Strange but Popular Medicine 
Man May Practice With- 
out License.

HUDSON, Wis., April 28.—John Thill, 
the mysterious “‘German doctor’ of 
Somerset, who is said to have per- 
formed many remarkable cures during 
the past winter, will be allowed to go

TOBACCO STRONG 
AS DISINFECTANT. 


Special Cable to ithe Post-Dispatch and 
New Y >< World. 

LONDON, April 28.—The Lancet has 

been making some experiments to test 


the truth of the popular belief that to- 
bacco smoke is a disinfectant. These 
experiments, says the Medical Journal, 
seem to confirm the observation that 
one of the principal constituents ac- 
counting for the germicidal properties 
of tobacco smoke is the powerful anti- 
septic fornialdehyde.. The amount pres- 
ent is more than just appreciable, for 
if water through which a few puffs of 
tobacco smoke ‘have been passed is 
tested for formaldehyde the result is 
strikingly positive. The quantity of 
formaldehyde in tobacco smoke would 
appear to depend on the quality and 
kind of tobacco smoked. Thus the ci- 
gar appears to yield more formaldehyde 
than the pipe, and the pipe more than 
the cigarette. It has more than once 
been stated that tobacco smokers enjoy 
an immunity from certain diseases, and 
the frequent presence of a powerful an- 
tiseptic in the mouth, nasal passages 
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and sometimes the lungs (a8 In the case 
of those tnhale tobacco

smoke). would to some extent justify 
the statement. Formaldehyde is one 
of the most powerful disinfectants we 
possess, one part in 10,000 parts of 
water serving to destroy all microbes, 
while such a dilute solution has prac- 
tically no poisonous action on the hu- 
man organism. All the same, it ifs 
most undesirable that this fact should 
stimulate the practice of smoking to- 
bacco to absurd excess, for tobacco 
poisoning is a greater reality than many 
persons think.

“Yes, sir, the whole outfit of Pyra- 
mids has been described in a special 
article by a man named Herodotus.”

“About 470 B. C.”

‘he Pyramids had been said by Herod- 
He had got there ahead of me 
2376 years ahead of me. In

WHEN HERODOTUS 
ELED. 


Herodotus, by the way, had quite a 
in. Egypt. At that time Shep- 
fs Hotel was not in operation, al- 
igh it must have been under way, 
‘and no round trip tickets were being 
issued by Cook, so Herodotus had to 
do his own booking and put up at a 
boarding house: ‘In Memphis, which is 
now a fragmentary suburb of Cairo, 
Herodotus engaged a guide. He does 
not tell us what he paid, but he does 
give us a line on the character of the 
dragoman, who was full of superfluous 
and undesfrable information, but who 
fell down when asked to divulge facts 
of real importance. This proves that 
the breed has not changed since 500 

B.C. 

- The guide took Herodotus out to 
the Pyramids and filled him up. It is 
‘now believed that most of what Hero- 
dotus sent.cback was merely hearsay, 
but it made good reading. The Pyra- 
mids had been standing some two thou- 
sand years, and any information in 
regard to their origin could hardly 
come under the head of personal rec- 
ollections, Whatever Herodotus has 
to say about the Pyramids is now ac- 
cepted as gospel, in spite of the fact 
that he never saw them until 20 cen- 
turies after the last block of stone had 
been put in place and Cheops had taken 
possession of the tomb chambers. 
Rather late for a grand opening. 

When he arrived at the great Pyra- 
mid he stepped it off and put down 
the dimensions, and then he remarked 
_ to some.of the-matives standing around 
‘that it must have been quite a job to 
build a tomb of that size. They said

10 years to build the road and the huge 
incline. for bringing the blocks of stone 
into place, and 20 years to quarry the 
stone and transport it across the Nile 
and the valley. . The stonecutters 
worked all the year, and during the 
three months’ inundation, when farm- 
ing was at a standstill, the entire rural 
population turned out, just as they 
would at a husking bee or a barn rais- 
ing, and helped Cheops with his tomb. 
They did this year after year for 30 
years, until they had piled up 2,300,000 
blocks of stone, each containing 40 
cubic feet. 


THE HIEROGLYPHICS. 

Herodotus: discovered some large 
hieroglyphics on the face of the Pyra- 
mid and asked the guide for a transla- 
tion. It is now supposed that the guide 
could not read. Anyone with education 
or social standing wouldn’t have been 
a guide, even in that remote period. 
But this guide wanted to appear to 
be earning his salary and be justified 
in demanding a tip, so he said that 
the inscription told how much garlic 
and onions the laborers had consumed

a colossal sepulcher, and then set aside 
the most valuable space on this glori- 
ous monument for telling how much 
onions and garlic had been fed to the 
help? 

Marco Polo, Mark Twain and all 
other great. travelers of history 
to tell tall ones once in a while, 
the garlic story by Herodotus 
doubtless be regarded as a record per: 
formance for a long time to come. 


CHEOPS HAD NO STRIKES. 


Cheops was possibly the most suc- 
cessful contractor in history. It is 
estimated that he must have worked 
100,000 men in the building of the 
great Pyramid, as related by Herod 
otus, and that he must have devoted 
at least thirty years to the big under- 
taking. During all that time he’ never 
had a.strike or even a clash with the 
walking delegate.

HE .TRIES 


It is a five-minutes’ 
end of the drive up to the rocky 
plateau’ on which the Pyramids are 
perched, and the ordinary tourist goes 
afoot. But we were pining for Ori- 
ental extravagance and new sensations, 
so we engaged camels. The camel al- 
loted to me was destitute of hair, and 
when first discovered was in a coma- 
tose condition. His or her name was 
Zenobia, and the brunette in charge 
said that its age was either 6 or 60. 
It sounded more like “6,” but the gen- 
eral appearance of the animal seemed 
to back up the “60” theory. The ven- 
erable animal creaked at every joint as 
it slowly rose into the air on the in- 
stallment plan, a foot or two at a 
time. 

We had come thousands of miles to 
see the Pyramids, and for the next 10 
minutes we were so busy hanging on 
to those undulating ships of the desert 
that we overlooked even the big Pyra- 
mid, which was spread out before us 
750 feet wide and 450 high. Riding a 
camel is like sitting on a high trestle 
that is giving away at the joints and 
is about to collapse. The distance to 
the ground is probably ten feet, but 
vou seem to be fifty feet in air. As 
soon as we could escape from the cam- 
els we walked around and gazed in 
solemn silence at the Sphinx and the 
three Pyramids, and doubtless thought 
all of the things that were a ppropri- 
ate to the time and place. 

The great pyramid of Cheops has

} been advertised so extensively that 
doubtless many people will be sur- 
prised to learn that there is a whole 
flock of Pyramids on this plateau 
along the edge of Libyan Desert. There 
are Pyramids to the north and Pyra- 
mids to the south, five groups in all, 
60 of them, and they vary in size from 
a stingy little mound looking like an 
extinct limekiln up to the behemoth 
specimen which is photographed by 
every Cook tourist. 


WHY SIvES VARY. 

Why do these Pyramids vary  s0 
greatly in size? Each was built by 
some royal personage as an enduring 
monument to his administration and 
the last resting place of his remains. 
The most eminent students of Egypt- 
ology now agree that the size of each 
of these Pyramids is a fair measure of 
the length of each King’s reign. The 
reason that Cheops has the biggest 
Pyramid is that he held office longer 
than the others. When a King mount- 
ed the throne if he was feeling rugged 
and was what an insurance company 
would call a “preferred risk,” he would 
block out the foundation of a Pyramid 
tomb that would require, say, 10 years 
for the building. 

If at the end of 10 years he was 
still feeling in good physical condition 
and confident of lasting a while longer 
he would widen the foundations and 
put on additional layers up to the 
summit. Labor was free and mate- 
rials were cheap, and he kept every- 
body working on his tomb as long as 
he lived. Finally, when the court phy- 
siclans began to warn him that his 
time was limited, he would begin put- 
ting on the outer coating of dressed 
stone and arrange for the inscriptions. 

The ruler who lasted only three or 
four years was buried in a squatty lit- 
tle Pyramid, which soon became hidden 
under the drifting sands of the desert. 
Cheops kept piling up the huge blocks 
for 30 years, and that is why his Pyra- 
mid holds the record. If Methuselah 
had been a Pyramid builder he would 
have been compelled to put up a tomb 
probably a mile and a half high and 
about eleven miles around the base. In 
a revolutionary South American re- 
public the ruler would probably get 
no further than laying the 
stone. 

We did not climb the Pyramids. Mr. 
Peasley said he would postpone going 
up until they inaugurated a lift serv- 
ice. The view from the top is said to 
be very. fine (see guide book), but 
those who are boosted and lugged and 
hauled up over the angular blocks of 
stone are so exhausted when they ar- 
rive at the top that they cannot see 
anything. We decided to go to the 
interior and look at the tomb cham- 
bers. An easy incline led up to a sort 
of grotto entrance, and we thought 
that going in to see these chambers 
would be something lhikg strolling into 
a rathskeller. Let us quote Mr. Peas- 
ley’s own words, that the reader may 
gain some idea of the horrible experi- 
ence awaiting anyone who undertakes 
the journey.

» T SEEMS,‘to' me that this week there'll be a terrific combat between the 
| rimjtive, or savage, that’s deep down in all of us, and the more or less 
gartificial veneering of civilization, called culture, with which we have 
covered.our Mrinal instincts. That’s because the circus, the wild-beast show, 
is in’ town-to compete with two of the greatest players of this generation— 
Mr. #Richard Mansfield and Mrs. Leslie Carter. There’s a competition for' 
you-—the Jungle against the Stage, the Nature of Genesis against the Art 
of the Twentieth Century! 

Honestly, that is what it amounts to, when you come to analyze the situ- 
ation and reduce it to first principles. 

For myself, I wouldn’t miss seeing either Mrs. Carter or Mr. Mansfield 
for a pretty pehny. They are both leaders in their respective fields, Mrs. 
Carter as an emotional actress of tremendous power, reinforced by a David 
Belasco training that has brought her gifts to their fullest possible revela- 
tion, and Mr. Mansfield as an actor-manager of the highest aspiration, who 
throws himself heart and soul into the productions that serve to make his 


name memorable. 

THE POTENT MANSFIELD-LESLIE CARTER APPEAL. 

I want to See Mansfield as Schiller’s Don Carlos, the great new role 
in which Eastern critics say he has touched the supremest heights of the 
player's art. 1 want to see him also im “The Scarlet Letter,” where he has 
one scene in which he is said to be unapproachable for emotional expression 
and I want again to see him-as Baron Chevrial in “A Parisian Romance,” 
the work that, to my thinking, first gave him a place among the foremost 
actors of his day. Then, too, I cannot rest content without seeing Mrs. Car- 
ter in “Adrea,” the play that has one scene in which David Belasco and John 
Luther Long are said to have surpassed Sardou in melodramatic conception 
along lofty lines, and in which the player herself is said to do the best work 
of her career. Ive watched Mrs. Carter from the days when she created the 
part of Maryland Calvert in “The Heart of Maryland’’—and when we used to 
be told of how David Belasco dragged her about the floor by her Titian 
tresses in the intensity of his dramatic instruction—and she has grown at a 
rate that is possible only to genius. Ill never be surprised by any height 
to which she may climb—and I'm told she climbs very high indeed in this 
Belasco-Long tragedy. ‘ 

But if you think I'm goingsto miss the circus this week you certainly 
have another think coming. 

Away down somewhcre in my being—and in yours—there’s a mysterious 
psychic element that responds to the appeal of a circus with a vital throb 
not to be denied. The thrilling posters, the parade, the great tent, the whiff 
of tanbark and sawdust, the menagerie smell, the vast crowds such as assem- 
bled in the ancient Roman amphitheaters, the grand entree, the horseback 
riding, the colossal spectacles in which humanity and the animal kingdom 
figure on even terms, the occasional brute ery that might have come from 
some desert or mountain fastness—these are things not to be resisted. 

“It's erude, of course. It's genuinely the call of the wild, if you will— 
but all-of us‘respond to it, no matter how gentle our own souls have become 
under centuries of repression and upliftment. I once helped to drive the 
“tent pegs for a little country circus just to feel that I was a working part 

of that fascinating. organization—and none of us*ever quite outgrows this 
spirit where the tented show is concerned. Yes, indeed—I'm going to the 
circus! 

And I'm pretty sure to see you-all there. 

So it’s likely to be a great week, in which we swing from one extreme 
Then, as resting places between either 
we'll have the Field Minstrels at the Century; the newly opened 
“Tom, Dick and Harry” at the Grand; “A Millionaire 
Tramp” at the Imperial; “Man’s Enemy” at Havlin’s, and vaudeville, bur- 
lesque and extravaganza at other houses. There’s absolutely no excuse for 
complaint as to lack of variety in the present outlook. 

WEEK’S PLAYS AND MUSIC. 

The week just past was somewhat dull after the opening nights, every- 
thing being absorbed,apparently, in the current setting toward the great San 
Francisco benefit at the Olympic last Thursday afternoon. It was a great 
success, after all, the total receipts surpassing the highest advance es- 

\ timate. and the helvful St. Louis public has reason to be proud of the record. 
, But didn’t Rabbi Harrison “roast’”’ the millionaires of St. Louis in his open- 
ing address at that same henefit? According to his decidedly caustic arraign- 
ment there isn’t a Midas in all the town—with the single exception of 
Adolphus Busch—who wouldn't skin a flea for its hide and tallow.

Musically, perhaps, the event of the week was the coming of the Robyn 
comic opera, “Princess Beggar,’!to the Garrick. I liked the score of this 
work very much, and many of the lyrics struck me as being far above the 
average of musical plays of the present day, but I’ve heard the complaint 
voiced that much of this Robyn melodiousness was too reminiscent of things 
heard before. Maybe that’s true—I didn’t happen to detect any glaring in- 
stances of plagiarism myself—but I shall charitably reason that it must be 
as difficult for composers nowadays to create original scores as for novelists 
to create original plots. And we're authoritatively told, you know, that this 
latter is simply impossible, as all the plots have been used up long ago. Any- 
way, the Robym music was pleasing, and we'll have to let it go at that. 

The Apollo Club's farewell concert of the season, given last Monday 
evening atthe Odeon, was a delightful success. The soloists were of high 
class, and the Apollos themselves have never sung better. The outlook for 
next season seems to be full of promise for excellent achievement in Keep- 
ing with the steady advance shown by this organization. 

And the Nordica song recital that didn’t materialize last Friday even- 
ing at the Odeon—what a disappointment to Nordica’s many St. Louis 
friends! The great singer, remaining in her private car, sent word that 
she was too ill to appear, suffering from hoarseness, due, her accompanist, 
Mr. Romayne Simmons, gratuitously explained, “to Missouri wind and dust,” 
but there are many persons who believe that the small. advance sale was 
the cause of Nordica’s “indisposition.” If this was true, a big error of 
“snap judgment” was made, for there’ was a large crowd at the box-office 
to buy seats—enough to fill the plece, It looked like—so that the advance 
sale wasn’t at all a reliable indication of St. Louis interest in the event. 
Nordica should have remembered how warmly and numerously we've al- 
ways welcomed her, and then manifested her appreciation by showing 
greater confidence in our sustained loyalty. But it can’t be helped now. 

If you want to enjoy an especially impressive musical program, and at 
the same time contribute to a good cause, it will be well worth your while 
to attend the big San Francisco benefit concert at the Odeon this afternoon. 
There's a massive orchestra of 100 contributed by the Musicians’ Mutual 
Benefit Association, Mrs. W. J. Romer is the soloist, and some of the im- 
posing numbers to be presented are impossible, adequately, under ordinary 
conditions. Even independently of the cause for which it is given, today’s 
concert takes rank as one of the most important of the season.

The action of those interested in Junc- 
tion City in getting a charter probably 
means a bitter fight between that town 
and the city of Geronimo. Junction City 
is 10 miles south of Lawton on the Rock 
Island. The quarter section on which it 
is located was entered by the Probate 
Judge of Comanche County for townsite 
purposes shortly after the opening in 
1901. Later on a contest was filed, and, 
after the town had been started, diffi- 
culties arose and the site was soon al- 
most abandoned, 

Little more than a year after this the 
town of Geronimo, one mile north of 
Junction City, sprang up, a bank was 
opened there and the Rock, Island built 
a depot. Consequently, until a very 
few months ago little attempt was made 
to revive Junction City. Now there are 
two rival towns fighting each other, and 
it is expected that there will be war to 
the knife. The Rock Island is build- 
ing a depot at Junction City and a news- 
paper is to be established there. Every- 
one is wondering which of the-two 
towns will be finally abandoned. At the 
present time there is very little differ- 
ence in the size of the two towns.

Struggle From Her Home, Says 


R. S. Mitchell of Venice, Ill., has re-, 
ceived a letter from his daughter, now 
a resident of Jolo, P. I., in which she 
gives her impressions of the battle of 
Mount Dajo as she saw it from the 
walled city of Jolo. From her window 
she could see the soldiers scaling the 
mountain side and plainly .see¢ the 
smoke of the fighting in which her hus- 
band, First Lieutenant Leonard H. 
Cook of the Sixth United States In- 
fantry, was taking an active part. Dur- 
ing the last two days of the fighting 
she was uncertain at all times as to 
the fate of her husband, to whom she 
refers in the letter which follows as 
Leonard: 

JOLO, Jolo, P. I., March 15, 1906. 

“Dear Papa—We arrived on this isl- 
and two weeks ago Monday and have 
been having such an exciting time I 
could not write. Things are beginning 
to cool down a little now. 

“Before this letter reaches you, you 
will have read an account of the fignt 
with the Moros (natives). It was ter- 
rible The Moros Aiere have been caus- 
ing a great deal of trouble, ang about 
1000 of them were living on a mountain 
about five miles from Jolo. 

“The hill is: calleq Bud (Mt.) Dajo, 
and is 2500 feet above sea level. On the 
top is an immense crater, and in it the 
natives had built their shacks, in which 
to live. They had the hill well forti- 
fied, and had guns, bolos, spears and al 
kinds of ammunition stored, and were 
prepared to fight the Americans. There 
were three trails up the hill, and above 
these they had landslides and traps ar- 
ranged. 

“Besides the troops stationed here, 
consisting of one squadron of cavalry, 
one battalion of infantry and one bat- 
tery of artillery, there were four ogg 
panies of infantry an@ four troops 0 
cavalry sent to help take the hill. Two 
companies of infantry and two tro0ons 
of cavalry were left to guard the tow noe 
Company F, the one to which Leonar 
belongs, was one of the two left. 

Her Husband Goes to Battle. 

‘Monday morning about 3 o’ clock 
(March 5th) the troops started out, and 
all day Monday and Tuesday the ar- 
tiilery and machine. guns did most of 
the firing, while the troops were climb- 
ing to the top. A number of the sol- 
diers were wounded, and one or two 
killed; su reinforcements were sent, and

I hope we will never have to go 
through such a time again. All day 
Wednesday and Thursdav morning I 
could see the peck mules coming, bring- 
ing the wounded and dead, and I never, 
never, want to see a pack mule again. 


Island Is Dangerous. 


“I simply cannot write another word 
about the fight, 


“I do not want Pearl to think of com- 
ing here. It is dangerous all the time. 


The officers and soldiers carry revolvers 
all the time, and no one is eiowan out- 
side the wall alone. There are two com- 
panies of infantry stationed about three- 
Quarters of a mile outside at Asturias 
to guard the ice plant and cold storage. 
I certainly will thankful when we 
can leave Jolo. We are. perfectly safé 
— the wall, and inside the wall we 
stay. 

“Leonard has been detailed to draw a 
map of Farvi Tarvi, an island about 80 
miles south of Jolo, and not far from 
Barneo. If there is any place there 
where I can stay I am going down 
cneee with him, but if not I will stay 

ere. 

‘‘We have just a year over here now. 
This place is just as far out of the world 
as I ever want to be; no way of com- 
munication with other. places, except by 


|| Doats, and not very many come in here, 


so do not worry if 
us often. 
“Everybody says, now since Mount 
Dajo has been taken it will be peaceful 
around here. Several of the Moros who 
were on the hill and surrendered say 
that they had no idea the Americans 
could ever take that hill, in less time 
than a year. They thought they would 
have to be starved out, and had no idea 
the Americans could get to the top. 
Now they call the American soldiers 
“ants,’’ say they can go any place.

LOCUST PESTS 
DUE THIS YEAR 


Agricultural Department Says 
13 and 17-Year Varie- 
ties Are Coming, 


By Wire From the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, April 28.—The ecoun- 
try is this year to have visit from not 
only the 17-year locusts, but the 13- 
year variety as well. 

This announcement is made by the 


Bureau of Entomology of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. The li-year va- 
riety will begin to appear in the East- 
ern and Middle States about the last 
week of May. 

The 13-year locusts are not so nu- 
merous nor so widely distributed as the 
17-year brood. The circular says they 
will appear in Alabama, Georgia, North 
Carolina and Tennessee. 

It is stateq that the periodical locust, 
when it appears in great numbers, nat- 
urally causes considerable alarm and 
arouses fears for the safety of shade 
trees and orchards. 

The actual damage, however, is usual- 
ly slight, except in the case of the 
newly-planted orchards, and even hére, 
by rigorous pruning back after the lo- 
cust has disappeared, much of the in- 
jury caused by the egg punctures may 
be obviated. As a matter of precaution, 
however, the Agricultural Department 
says, it might be well not to plant new 
orchards this spring in recently cleared 
ground or in proximity to woods in any 
of the regions where the locust is 
echeduled to appear.

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It has always been a subject of mar- 
velment to me that American boys and 
young men pay so very little attention 
to the acquirement of a good style in 
the playing of games, especially base- 
ball. 3 

It is as impossible to play perfect 
baseball without style as it is to speak 
or write perfect English without educa- 
tion. A good style of action is the very 
corner-rstone of high-class and consist- 
ent performance. In other words, while 
it possible for a man, greviously 
lacking in style, to achieve excellent 
performiances now ana the per- 
former possessed of a good style can 
d0 so every time of asking. 

Englishmen, who, no matter what flat- 
tering unction of superiority we may lay 
to our souls, are, allround, very much 
our athletic superiors, lay great stress 
upon and-pay great attention to style. 

Ripe experience has taught them that 
a sound and correct style is absolutely 
essential to high-class and consistent 
performances. 

Take cricket for instance.

The same thing applies to golf. No 
matter what scores & Man may make 
if he play not in good style no good 
golfer fears him. For he knows that, 
lacking style, the game of the mucker 
will surely break down where that of 
tie correct stylish player will en- 
crfre. 

In rowing, riding, tennis, srunning, 
leaping and all other sports thi«e insist- 
ence upon style obtains. For without 
style no man can hope to excel in his 
specialty.

sure, all great American ath- 
ietes excel in style and what is some- 
times known as form. Sheridan, the 
discus-thrower who accomplished such 
a remarkable performance at the Olym- 
pic games, is the very acme of elegance 
In action, Hahn, ‘the’ great sprinter, Is 
a man of perfect style. The same ap- 
plies to every great athlete in the coun- 
try. 

Withal, the word style has very slight 
meaning to the general run of Ameri- 
cans. It has no meaning in the. great 
game of baseball. No such word as 
good style or good form is ever used 
among professional baseball players. A 
“nice delivery’ or a ‘‘good slap’”’ at the 
hall stand for style in the diction of 
the diamond. 

Solons of baseball have no 
good style. ‘‘Handles himself well’ 
their way of saying that a man has a 
fine fundamental style which assures 
continuous and high-class performance, 

Ball Players of Style. 
To be sure, they are men playing base- 


be 


idea of 
is 


ball whose style is the very pink of per- 
fection. They are the great players, too. 
Wallace of the Ravens, as a fielder, for 
instance, and Lajole of Cleveland as a 
hitter. Such men as Davis of the Chi- 
cago Americans, Bradley of Cleveland 
and Collins of Boston, all champions in 
their lines, are possessors of very sound 
styles, which vary a trifle to adapt 
themselves to the physical peculiarities 
of the man, and but which are, in the 
main, fundamentally the same. On the 
whole, however, a good, sound style of 
hitting batting is the exception rather 
than the rule among the very greatest 
exponents of baseball. For this reason 
I have always felt that the national 
game of Amorica, greatest and of 
sports, ball sports and most susceptible 
of high development, has not been by 
ny means attained ite fullest and high- 
est development. 

By style of athletic action means grace 
and ease of motion and effectiveness of 
execution. While effectiveness Is possi- 
ble without perfect style, lot even the 
most useful physique will prove suc- 
cessful unless its proprietor has to some 
extent acquired a good style. 

Take pitching for instance. Rusie, the 
greatest of nitchers, amazed the world 
with his ease and grace of motion. Nich- 
ols. Young, Dineen, Mathewson, Buf- 
fington and other great pitchers were 
distinguished for what is known as an 
easy delivery. They threw the ball with 
grace and great effect. 

The easy swing of Delehanty, Lajofe, 
Keeler and other great batters has been 
a byword. They possessed style. 

Ewing, Martin Bergen, ‘Criger and 
Bennett, the greatest catchers, were and 
are the nerfection of style in réception 
and throwing of the ball. Ease and 
grace marked every movement. 

‘Collins, probably -the greatest of all 
third basemen, ancient or modern, is a 
stlist of the purest ray serene. Every- 
thing came easily to him. 

All these men acqutred style without 
instruction, that is, it came to them nat- 
urally. y 

Style, important as it is, has not been 
taught young baseball players. Those 
who acquire it do so by degrees; through 
experience, by virtue of odd hints from 
old players. It is not -.taught for its 
own sake; and from the beginning, as it 
should be. 

Being the foundation of good perform- 
ance, style should be taught before exe- 
cution in play. The position-of the feet, 
the ‘movement of the body, the scope, 
timing and finish of the swing should 
all be drijled into the young player be- 
fore he is allowed to play games. 


Easily Acquired by Youths. 


Style is easily acquired by the youth. 
It is (a. very ihard thing. for a 
mature man to acquire a perfect 
it through imitation of great perform- 
ers they may see. Men secure it in a 
minor degree through imitation and 
most diligent practice. 

Style in baseball is entirely neglected 
by instructors. Whereas, a left-handed 
batter has almost as many advantages 
over a right-hander as pugilist fighting 
with the left arm forward has over the 


‘man who boxes with the dexter fist ex- 


tended, not one in 10 players bat left- 
handed, whereas 99 pugilists of every 100 
assume the left-hand forward style of 
defense.

Let an American start to learn run- 
ning, and the first thing he will want to 
do is to put on spiked shoes and com- 
pete. He should begin to learn running 
by walking and not attempt to use 
spikes until he is fit to put up a high- 
class performance. 


Only One Right Way. 


Recruits are not sent to regiments un- 
til they learn how to walk.

Experience has 
taught that there is one right method of 
walking and rid!

But a sound and proper style is the 
basis of all great perfOrmances, and 
its impartment should be the first ob- 
ject of men who teach to assume to di- 
rect the youth of America in the ways 
of athletic greatness.

Unusual interest will be attached to 
the trial on account of the fact that the 
great Greek Marathon will have been 
run Tuesday, May 1, at Athens, Greece, 
with Joe Forshaw as one of the com- 
petitors. Forshaw, in the opinion of 
many of the best American critics, has 
an exceptional opportunity to win the 
greatest Olympic event at Athens next 
Tuesday. 

The distance of the St. Louis Marathon 
will be 40 kilometers, exactly the length 
of the historic Greek race. in round fig- 
ures this is about 26 American miles. 
The starting point will be at Clayton 
and the runners will run through the St. 
Louig County seat to Forest Park, 
thence to the Blair statue at Lindell and 
King’s highway boulevard, down Lin- 
dell to Grand avenue, where the course 
turns north to the Fair Grounds, the 
last three miles being run in this en- 
closure in sight of the spectators as- 
sembled there. 

The idea in having the most thrilling 
part of the race run on the Fair Grounds 
track was suggested by Eddie Lee, a 
member of the Missouri Athletic CluB's 
athketic committee, who suggested this 
method of raising funds for the benefit 
of the San Francisco earthquake guffer- 
ers. | 

Admission will be charged at the Fair 
Grounds and the gross receipts will go 
to the earthquake fund. 

The changes of course was not made 
without some argument. There are 
many who dispute its wisdom and who 
say that the long run over the paved 
streets toward the conclusion of the race 
is going to have injurious effects on the 
runners who have been used to training 
and preparing themselves on clay roads. 
Others claim, however, that the runners 
will not suffer, and say that the tinw 
made will be far better than on the 
country roads and that not as much 
weight will be lost by the runners. The 
makers of this argument point to the 
fact that the Boston Marathon is run 
for a great part of the distance on 
paved streets, and claim that no ill 
effects have been experienced by the 
runners.

The bill, of which the Governor Nas a

he three supérvisors of elections, chos- 
en by the Municipal Assembly for four- 
years terms. The law will provide that 
not more than two of the supervisors 
shall be membérs of tht same political 
party. 

These supervisors must have resided in 
the city which they are to serve at least 
ten years. They shall have power to 
appoint such assistants, clerks and in- 
spectors as they shall require. Each of 
these assistants must have been a reg- 
istered voter In the city for at least two 
years. 

The bill will provide for registra 
tion throughout the entire State. In 
each county there'will be a board of 


supervisors, to consist of the county 
Clerk and two-members chosen by) 
the County Court. 

Members of the board of super- 
visors in the cities of over 100,900 
inhabitants will receive $5000 a year, 
and-will be required to devote their 
entire time to their offices. 

‘The law will provide severe pun- 
ishment for attempts at fraudulent 
voting, and it will be made the duty 
of the supervisors to prosecute any 
person found atempting to vote or 
register fraudently.

A POLITICAL SENSATION 





Accused, a Candidate Before 
Convention, Says Story Is 
‘“Unkind and Unjust.” 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

TOPEKA, Kan., April 28.—A sensa- 
tion was caused in political circles here 
today by the publication of the state- 
ment of Mrs. W. E. Stanley, wife of a 
former governor, that she was insult- 
ed by Gov. Hoch in his private office at 
the Capitol Building last December. The 
statement follows the announcement of 
Mrs. Stanley’s resignation as a member 
of the Board of Lady Visitors to State 
Charitable Institutions, to which posi- 
tion she was appointed by Hoch. 
Rumors of a scandal have been rife 
in political circles for more than a 
month, but the story has been kept 
from the public until today. The Re- 
publican State convention, before which 
Hoch must go for renomination, is to 
be held here next Wednesday, and pub- 
lication of the story has renewed hopes 
of. his enemies that he may be defeated, 

The story of the insult to Mrs. Stan- 
ley, as told by friends, is that Mrs. 
Stanley's official duties as member of 
the Board of Lady Visitors took her to 
the Governor's private office. While 
alone with him here, Hoch embraced 
her and attempted to kiss her. Mrs. 
Stanley indignantly reproached him and 
left his office immediately. The Gover- 
nor at once recognized the danger of 
his situation and summoned friends to 
assist in suppressing the affair. 
Among others he called J. 8. Dean, 
United States District Attorney. 

When Mrs. Stanley left for her home 
in Wichita, Mr. Dean met her on the 
train and told her the Governor was 
on the train and wanted to talk to her. 
Hie then brought Gov. Hoch into the 
car. 

Hoch was profuse in his apologies. He 
said he did not know why he should 
have done what he did. It was simply 
an impulse, and one he would always 
regret. He accepted Mrs. Stanley’s re- 
proaches without word of protest, but 
received no assurance that the affair 
would be kept Secret. 

Former Gov. Stanley’s health was 
poor and he had recently returned from 
a trip to New Mexico for his health. 
He at once told his wife she must re- 
sign. Then came visits from Mrs. J. M. 
Lewis, associated with Mrs. Stanley on 
the board, Mr. Dean and Gov. Hoch. 
They begged that the facts be sup- 

ressed and that Mrs. Stanley withhold 
rer resignation. 

Mr. Stanley and Mrs. Stanley told all 
who came this was out of the question; 
that she could not retain her place on 
the board. Out of deference to several 
of her friends, she did withhold her res- 
ignation for several weeks, but gave 
them to understand she must retire 
from the board. This was emphasized 
by Mr. Stanley. Her resignation was 
forwarded some time ago, but was not 
given out until recently. 

Mrs. Stanley was much averse to dis- 
cussing the matter, but finally made 
this statement: 

Shock to Mrs, Stanley. 

“Tf realize that the story will be pub- 
lished before the State 
meets and have appreciated for some 
time it could not be suppressed. 
have shr unk from ‘this thing from the 
first. There no reason why I shouid 
have received such treatment at the 


hanas of Gov. Hoch. Our families 
have been friendly for years. and I as- 
sure you that it was a great shock to 
me. It was asked to withhold resigena- 
tion, but this | could not consistently 
do. l have been askad to deny the 
reports about Gov. ’Hoch's action 
toward me in his office, but have 
told everyone who made the request 
that | would not tell a falsehood to 
shield Gov. Hoch, though I would much

THOUGHT CLAYTON 
WAS BURNING UP 


Company's Celebration 
Caused Excitement in 
the County. 


The celebration of the installation of 
new gas mains last night caused a large 
part of St. Louis County to think Clay- 
ton was on fire. Telephone messages 
were received from Stratman, six miles 


away: from Manchester, 10 miles to the 
south. and from various other points in 
the county, asking what part of the 
town was on fire and if the County 
Courthouse was in danger. 

The alarm was caused by a huge gas 
flame. 15 feet long, which blazed in the 
air on the public square of the county 
seat. The flame came from a one-inch 
pipe which was connected with the gas 
main and which reached nearly fifty feet 
above ground. 

The St. Louis County Gas Co. com- 
pleted the laying of gas mains to Clay- 
ton yesterday and took this means of 
celebrating the event. The huge flame 
made a large part of the square as 
bright as day. The local baseball team 
got some good time practicing oe 
the four hours the gas company allowe 
the big jet to burn. Everyone in Clay- 
ton turned out and a number of per- 
sons from Webster Groves and Kirk- 
wood came over to see the pyrotechnics, 
It is estimated that 2000 feet of gas an

I arrived here a week ago yesterday 
from Los Angeles. 

T had worked Thursday in* a news- 
paper office in ft.os Angeles under a 
pressure that made the steam of a 
general election in a big newspaper of- 
fice seem quict, and when I showed up 
for work on Friday everything was 
worse. San Francisco’ was wiped off 
ie map. The East was querying as to 
Tos Angeles and friends were wiring 
for news. Dick Cole of St. Louis came 
in from San Francisco and told a tale 
of terror that stirred us all up anew,

Not even Oakland had any idea of what 
it was. The chaos on the west side Of 
the bay was too involved for any oue 
to care just what was left and what 
was gone. The fellow that had brazened 
fortune for himself by holding street 
crowds was a little boy again, and on 
his face was all the misery that the hu- 
man countenance can hold. He kept re- 
peating over and over again: 

“She lives west of Van Ness and there 
oughtn't a ben no fire get out there.’’ 

And then he’d rub his eyes and say 
that cinders hadn’t ever bothered him 
so much before. 

The weary night wore on, and every 
station on the way was piled and piled 
with relief supplies for the ruined city, 
and everywhere were crowds standing

The soldiers stood with blocking 
rifles at the ferry entrances to the 
ruined town and nobody went through. 

Thus rumor piled on rumor, and while 
the train crept on the strain grew 
greater with each minute until nerves 
fairly quivered and thrummed. There 
was a train of food ahead, 15 cars of 
boxed-up lunch and food that was 
cooked” ready for consumption. Its 
way was wormlike. but it held the road 
and swung along ahead of us as if there 
was mo such thing as time. We swung 
into the thickly settled districts that 
verged on Oakiand and saw the signs 
of shock and wreck. A tremendous tank 
Gc the Southern Pacific Railroad had 
crumpled up and spread itself upon the 
ground like some dried barrel that 
had fallen into decay. Every house 
that was passed was wracked and 
wrecked and torn apart. 

There wasn't anybody on the 
that had the least idea of the condi- 
tions that would confront him, and 
there was one newspaper man who ad- 
vanced the statement that, he was go- 
ing to get some cross ties and paddle 
himself over the bay. 

The faker who had gone across the 
Pasig River under Funston was not 
so sanguine and the conversation 
dwindled down as we swept down the 
bay front, getting into Oakland. where 
each man must shift for himself. 

The .train crawled in and when we 
saw the Sixteenth Street Station we all 
gave up hope. There was a cluttered 
mass of rubbish that piled high, like 
loot from some great city, and people 
were running around with a- frenzy that 
seemed useless, for there : jam 
that only time would straighten out. 
There was a city built of tents close by, 
where people were cooking, utterly un- 
conscious of passers-by, and those who 
passed did not give the least heed to 
them, for in the crowd that swung off 
from the train there was not one soli- 
tary loafer. No man who had any idea 
of what the wreck was would care to 
see it. The reports had lifted up a hor- 
ror that choked curiosity.

1 got in Oakland at 12:30 o'clock on 
Saturday, and, through the letters 
that I had, | got a pass in fifteen min- 
utes and was racing for a train that 
ran down to the ferry with a mob of 
raging men who wanted to get over to 
look after their families. When the 
train came in a soldier stood at each 
entrance and only those who had the 
magic pass could get aboard. 


The rush along the mile long wharf 
to the ferry seemed to take hours and 
hours, for nerves were taut with a 
tension that made minutes long. Across 
the bay North Beach was going up 
in flames, and one could hear the roar 
and crackle, 


The ferry swung in from the burning 
city jammed and packed with refugees 
who were flying from the flames. Every 
race and clan and colored skjn that 
lives upon the world was there, and all

Steel frames still bore their 
load of .bricks, and while they reeled 
from side to side in drunken sway they 
still held up and pointed anglingly to- 
ward. the sky that swept across its 
swirl of smoke. The Palace Hotel stoud 
gutted and amidst a wreck. The 
that built it builded years before 
time and braced it in every part 
solid wall brick partitions, so today 
rises plumb toward the sky.

No Dead to Be 


There were no dead. Those who 


rushed in had thought to find corpses 
lying on the ground. but there were 
none, The news had told of a city 
putrid with bodies. There was nothing 
that proved the loss, of even one un- 
fortunate, and with the realization that 
nearly all lives had been spared there 
came, a feeling of relief that took the 
tiredness away. 

On Russian Hill. stood the house that 
had been given to Mrs. Robert Louis 
Stevenson. The smokKe blackened it and 
it was wrenched and swerved to one 
side, but it stood, calling to mind the 
gentle man of letters whose whole life 
had been a misery. of pain. 

To the north the beach was burning. 
The roar of flames Was like a tempest 
that sweeps through swaying pines,

Herman Weil and his wife of 5081 Ver- 
non avenue, who camped for a day and 
a night with nearly 20,000 earthquake 
refugees in a San Francisco square little 
larger than Lafayette Park in St. Louis, 
are telling their friends the thrilling 
story of their escape, by an eight-mile 
march,’ from the burning city. 

Mr. Weil had accepted a position with 
a large furniture house in San Francisco 
and was to go to work for them this 
week. The firm, whose store was de- 
stroyed by dynamite. plans to resume 
business, but Mr. Weil declares he will 
never return to San Francisco. He be- 
ljieves that thousands of others who left 
the city will adhere to the purpose, 
which he heard many express, never to 
return, If the city is ever built to its 
former proportions, he says, it will be 
done by newcomers. 

He also that the death list 
is far larger than has been indicated bv 
official reports. 

Like Lot and household fleeing 
from blazing Sodom, Mr. and Mrs. Weil 
and a party including Henry Walker of 
3969 Westminster place, walked for four 
hours, starting long before daybreak, 
the day after the earthquake, 
through smoke and amid wrecks to the 
water front and along the water to a 
rescuing ferryboat. They § carried 
grip, its contents selected from the three 
trunks they had left in an eight-story 
hotel. So weakened were they by their 
day hunger and thirst in the park 
that only friendly wagons enabled them 
to this small remnant of their

“Tt went back with Mr. Walker to 
pack his trunk, with some thought of 
bringing down a few things of my cwn 
and putting them in it. But as we got 
to the second floor the third shock 
came, not as hard as the first, but much 
worse than the second. Then we ran 
downstairs and with friends who hase 
gathered there hurried out of the ho- 
tel. 

“1 Won't go into another building for 
all the money in San Francisco,’ Mr. 
Walker said, and we all felt the same 
way. 

“Quick as we had been in getting out, 
the fire had been quicker in getting a 
start outside. ° Two blocks from the ho- 
tel we could see a row of frame build- 
ings blazing as if they had been on fire 
for hours. 

“For blocks we wandered about, be- 
ginning to. understand what had hap- 
pened, and to see, too, from the cracks 
in the earth that the water mains must. 
be destroyed and that the fire could not 





be checked. It was breaking out in 
every direction, and wherever we looked 
we could see flames and smoke start- 
ing. 
Slow Progress in Street. 





“Then we sat on the curhstone, across 
the street from the City Hall, the dust 
cloud still thick over its ruins. With 
us were Walter Suge and Will Schu- 
bach, both of St. Louis, a young man 
named Romaine, from a New Jersey 
town, and three others. Romaine knew 
San Francisco better than the rest of 
us, and it may be that he saved our 
lives. 


“He said that we must get to the 





nearest park and led the way to Jef- 
ferson Square, a half mile away. This! 
park is two blocks -square, and, as the! 
blocRs are long, i8 a little larger than 
Lafayette Park in St. Louis. 

‘Before we got to the park they had 
commenced dynamiting buildings. This 
was not done by the firemen. A big

powder and dynamite firm, emptying 
its warehouse to avoid an explosion 
which would have shaken the city as 
the earthquake did, sent men around 
with sticks of dynamite to use in trying; 
to cheek the fire. They called for vol- 
unteers, and men jumped forward to do | 
the dangerous and unfamiliar work. 

“The effect of the dynamite was 
amazing. Compared with what we had 
gone through, it seemed quiet. It was 
an even stranger sight than the earth- 
quake. A big, strong warehouse or store 
would collapse and sink in dust like a 
flimsy plaster frame. 

“The streets were blocked, we stqpped 
often. fascinated by the horror of the 
sights all around, and it was nearly 9 
o'clock. three and a half hours after 
the shocks, when we reached Jefferson 
Square. There was the strangest, sad- 
dest sight.of all. 


Many Sick in the Park. 


“Everywhere on the grass were woim- 
children and aged people. Some had 
only a newspaper or a_ bed 
sheet to sit on. Many were but partly 
dressed and others were dividing gar- 
rsents with them. Everywhere seemed 
sick and bedridden, some

“With the sheets we made a poor sort 
of tent for the women of our party. 
Then we set out to search for food. We 
got onty one box of sardines and a few 
crackers for breakfast—this for nine of 
us. 

“And now the fire was coming near 
us, and the men were dynamiting. In 
spite of this, burning sticks would float 
across the spaces between buildings, 
and the fire would spread. They kept 
it from the houses near the park on 
two sides, or I -believe many of those 
in the park would have been suffocated 
by the smoke. 

“The smoke was. gs0 thick that we 
could look without winking at the sun. 
Some of us at first suggested that ‘the 
redness of the sun had something to do 
with the earthquake, but a little 
thought showed that the sun was as 
bright as ever, and that the smoke 
caused the appearance of redness. 

‘‘Until late In the afternoon we went 
without a drop of water. Much as we 
suffered from thirst we almost forgot 
this in our pity for the mothers with 
young children, who were all about 
us, crying piteously for water.

But when these had 
been tied up he got out more of his own 
hageage than any of the rest of us had, 
and insisted in addition on carrying 
parts of the burdens of others. 

‘He planned out the route we should 
take. and where the soldiers would be 
least likely to stop Us. 

“Kor the soldiers were all around us 
now. Thev had come from the Presidio 
at the first alarm, and had displaced the 
policemen as the public guardians. The 
chief work we saw policemen do was 
loading deed bodies and pitehing tents.

‘Then the 20,000 people in that square 
went to bed. It was only the ground 
for most of the men, and the bedding 
among the women. But some had feath- 
er beds on the grass, and their canaries 
chirped dismally in their cages beside 
them while they lay down to sleep. 

“Horses. escaped from stables all over 
the city. were running around the out- 
tide of the square and trying to get 
inside. but there was room onl for the 
human beings who packed the place, and 
the men drove the frantic horses away. 
Anvone could have a horse. I doubt 
whether a third of them will ever be 
recovered by their owners. 

“One man had brought his feed store 
stork by wagonloeds to the outskirts 
of the park. He was making trips all 
day. and I think he saved most of his 
stuff. 

“The men in our party took. turns 
sleeping on the ground outside the little 
tents the women were in. At 2:30 a. m. 
we all rose and started for the water 
front. Barly as we were, hundreds 
were ahead of us, and the streets to- 
ward Fort Mason, at the north énd of 
the citv, were lined. 

His Money Refused. 

‘It was dark still, and the air was 
thick with smoke. I carried the grip, 
but two blocks from the park I 
stop. A» wagon came along and I called 
out to the driver, offering him whatever 
he would charge for carrying it to the 
water front. 

‘*“T won't take your money,’ he said, 
‘but I’ll take your stuff as far as I'm 
going,’ and I saw that his wagon was 
loaded with his own things and. those 
he was carrying in the same way for 
others. 

“We saw many of these Good 
Samaritans in that long walk. They 
showed the spirit of helpfulness of 
which so much has been seen in San 
Francisco these last few days—the will- 
ingness to divide everything with 
spin sage and friends alike as long as it 
lasted.

STRIKING JEWELERS RAID 





Big Party Marches on Rue de la 
Paix Stores, but Is 
Checked. 





PARIS, April 28.—The Government has 
completed preparations for dealing with 
the May Day situation, but the public 
is showing great. uneasiness. 

This has been accentuated by the ex- 
plosion of a bomb Friday night under 
the important railroad bridge at Argen- 
teuil, in the suburbs of Paris, which 
links the capital with Havre, and by an 
attempt this evening of a band of a 
hundred striking jewelers to penertate 
the populous center of the place de 
I'@pera for the purpose of making a 
demonstration before the great jewelry 
establishments.in the Rue de la Paix. 

Laying in Supples. 

The nervous element of the city 
is hastily preparing for eventuali- 
ties, some persons leaving town and 
taking their valuables with them and 
Others laying in stores for an 
emergency. 

The scenes at the great supply 
steres are unprecedented, hundreds 
of persons invading them and clamor- 
ing for urgency supplies. 

The sensational press increases the 
unrest by publishing alarming: re- 





the 


ports of anarchist designs while the 
Serious press gives prominence to 
military concentration and police 
Plans. 

The explosion of the bomb under 
Argenteuil bridge is the first 
overt act in what the revolution- 
aries term “direct action.” The 
bridge is a massive structure cross- 
ing the Seine, six miles outside the 
St. Lazare station and hundreds of 
trains cross it daily, The military 
reinforcements brought to Paris 
crossed the river on this bridge. 

Z Bomb Cylindrical. 
[The bomb was cylindrical 
with a slow fuse. The deafening ex- 
plosion was heard for five miles. It 
shattered windows in’ Argenteuil and 
awakened the sleeping town. The rail- 
road was torn up and the signal on the 
bridge was smashed, but the solidity 
of the structure resisted the force of 
the explosion. Orders were immediately 
issued for detachments of military en- 
Sineers to guard all the bridges and 
tunnels of the Western Railway System 

contiguous to Paris. 

The appearance of the striking jew- 
elers in the fashionable shopping cen- 
ter this evening caused considerable ex- 
citement. The strike$s proceeded in a 
body from the Labor Exchange to the 
Rue de la Paix, the richest short street 
in the world, the windows of the stores 
being literally lined with diamonds. 
They reached the Place de i’Opera, 
where a force of republican guards and 
police barred their advance, and a lively 
scuffle ensued, in which the strikers 
were separated, turned back and dis- 
persed, though a number of them were 
arrested. 

Big Military Camps, 

The temporary military camps show 
great activity. Six military kitchens 
have been installed in the Champs de 
Mars and extenesive light and water 
plants have been perfected. The caval- 
ry on duty includes chasseurs, dragoons 
and hussars, with detachments of tnfan- 
try regiments. 

The Military Governor of Paris this 
morning began the requisitioning = of 
quarters in the neighborhood of the 
Military School, and tomorrow the requi- 
silions will extend to the neighborhood 
of the Labor Exchange, as the regular 
barracks are inadequate. 

Appeal to Soldiers. 

The actual state of the labor move- 
ment is unchanged. An appeal issued 
by the Labor Confederation today closes 
with a suggestion that the soldiers’ con- 
sciences should forbid them firing upon 
workingmen, 

- The commercial classes are seeking to 
have the city preserve its normal aspect 
on Tuesday. The stores will remain 
open, except possibly the gunshops, but 
the delivery of goods will be suspended. 
The Bourse will remain open. The calm- 
er elements of the people assert that the 
severity of the military and police meas- 
ures will insure the restricting of the 
demonstration to isolated disturbances.

Monster Vessels Will Be Fin- | Plates Melted and Proofs Are 


ished in Finest Pos- 
sible Style.

LONDON, April 28.—The two new Cu- 
nard liners which are being built with 
the $10,000,000 lent by the Government 
are fast nearing completion, and will be 
launched in June and July this vear. 

They will be named Mauritania and 
Lusitania, and will be the largest ships 
the world has ever seen. Some remark- 
able figures regarding the two vessels 
were yesterday supplied by the Cunard 
company. 

Mach vessel will have a gross tonnage 
of 33,200, while they are 60 feet longer 
than any other liner afloat. They are 
88 feet in beam, and in this respect are 
the first to surpass the Great Eastern, 
which was 8&3 feet in breadth. 

They will each have accommodation 
for 3000 pasengers and carry a crew of 
800. They will be propelled by turbine 
engines capable of developing 80,000- 
horsepower, and are expected to travel 
at a minimum speed of 24 knots an 
hour. 

Marine engineers predict that the two 
vessels will be the steadiest ships on the 
ocean. They will be fitted in a manner 
equal to the most gorgeous modern ho- 
tels. The decorations will consist of re- 
productions of the greatest works of art, 
while a system of elevators between the 
various decks will provide for the rapid 
transit of the passengers from one part 
of the ship to another. 

The first-class dining saloon will be 
unprecedented in marine architecture. 
It will be a massive and gorgeous apart- 
ment 125 feet long and 80 feet wide, and 
will comfortably accommodate 600 per- 
sons at one meal. It will be lighted by 
a great dome, extending up through the 
two decks above, and crowned with a 
roof of cathedral glass. 

More than one engineering record has 
been broken in the constructign’ of the 
ships. The stern frames atid brack- 
ets are the largest ever known, the for- 
mer alone weighing 47 tons and requir- 
ing no fewer than 69 tons of molten 
métal in the making. 

The rudder weighs 70 tons, and each 
link in the 2000-foot cables is 2214 inches 
long and weighs 160 pounds. Each link 
was tested and withstood a strain of 370 
tons.

married three years ago. 

At 7 o’clock yesterday evening he 
called at the home of Frank Bosck, 3&8 
Victor street, around the corner from 
the Rey home. -He asked Mrs. Bosck if 
his wife was there, and talked about 
her’ in a manher that showeg that he 
was very jealous. 

He said he was going to make life 
miserable for her, and, drawing a re- 
volver, said he was prepared in case 
there was any trouble. 

Hie called at. the Rey home 
o'clock. Mrs. Rey was upstairs visiting 
another familv, Anton Rey. the hus- 
band, was not at home: Mrs. Rouche 
and the little boy were in the kitchen. 

Rouche knocked at the door and 
his wife, with her baby in her arms, 
opened the door. When she recognized 
her husband she tried to close the door 
and shut him .out. He drew his re- 
volver and fired. The bullet entered the 
wife’s right arm below the elbow as 
she held it in front of her, shattering 
the bone. Mrs. Rouche staggered back 
and Aer husband entered the room. As 
she ran upstairs he shot himself. Three 
Rey children were in the room and saw 
the tragedy. 

At 8:30 Policemen O’Connor and Ward 
of the Second District heard two or 
three shots as they were standing a 
block away from the Rey. home and 
ran to the house. They found Rouche 
Iving or the kitchen floor with a re- 
volver by his. side. 

Ran With Her Child. 

His wife. who was upstairs with a 
bullet wound in‘her right arm, said that 
when her husband fired on her she 
ran from the kitchen just as he shot 
himself. The three other children ran 
screaming into the alley. 

The policemen called an ambulance 
and, although there did not seem to be 
any possibility that Rouche would live, 
both were sent to the City Hospital. 

One pf the bullets fired by Roucle 
struck a water pipe in the kitchen and 
nade a hole in {It and the water flooded 
the kitchen. ‘Paul Rey, the oldest boy, 
saye that Rouche fired two shots at 
his wife. 

Anton Rey said later that Mrs. Roucne 
had left her husband because of his 
mistreatment of her. Two or § three 
months ago she met him at the home 
of Frank Bosck, at his request, and he 
asked her to live with him again. but 
she refused. His parents are dead. It 
is not known where he has been living.

They Will Contend That Pres- 
ent Assessment, $3,770,- 
148 Is Too High. 





The attention of members of the State 
Board of Equalization has been called 
to the fact that the Terminal Railroad 
Association of St. Louis has been pay- 
ing taxes on an assessed valuation of 
Only $3,770,143, while it has assets, ac- 
cording to its recent sworn statement 
to the Railroad and Warehouse Com- 
missioners, ct- $40,144,401.91. 

A member of the board, who will not 
at this time consent to the use of his 
name, is authority for the statement 
that the board, at the hearing to be 
held Jurie 4, will consider raising the 
assessment to $15,000,000, almost four 
times the present amount. 

Another member of the board has 
strongly intimated ‘to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he would make no objec- 
tion to a decided increase in the as- 
sessed valuation of the Terminal Asso- 
ciation. 

Representatives of the Terminal will 
appear before the board in Jefferson 
City June 4 to-protest against any in- 
crease, and it is not improbable that 
ihey will urge that the property is now 
Assessed too high. 

The position of several members of 
the board is that a corporation with 
assets of more than $40,000,000 should 
pay taxes on more than $3,700,000. 

The State Board of Equalization is 
composed of Gov. Folk, Attorney-Gen- 
cral Hadley, Secretary of State Swang- 
er, Auditor Wilder and Treasurer Gme- 
lich.

CHURCH IS NOT A CLUB 





Prosecution Asserts Accused 
Minister Appeals to Pub- 
lic, Not to Church. 





; 

BATAVIA, N. Y., April 28.—Arguments 
by the prosecution and the. defense oc- 
cupied the attention of the Episcopal 
ecclesiastical court which is trving the 
Rev. Dr. Algernon 8. Crapsey on a 
charge of heresy in teaching that Jesus 
Christ was not of divine origin, but the 
son of Joseph, a carpenter of Nazareth. 

The first speaker today was Edward 
M. Shepard of New York, who opened 
the proceeding with an address to the 
court in behalf of the defendant. 

He said that Franklin D. Locke, whe 
addressed the court yesterday for the 
prosecution, ’was not a member of the 
church and that the canons provide that 
any counsel addressing the court should 
be a communicant, adding thereto that 
he, Shepard, was a communicant. 


A Communicant Himalf. 


“I am ‘not here to speak for any doc- 
trine which I do not believe in my 
heart; my words come from my own 
conscience and my conviction,’ he said. 
Shepard drew attention to Locke's state- 
ment that Dr. Crapsey had denied the 
Aposties’ Creed and said that Locke had 
no right to appear in this case. He said 
that the administration of justice in an 
ecclesiastical or a civil court was funda- 
mentally the same; that the court was 
independent and supreme. 

“Your duty is absolute in practice,”’ he 
said. ‘‘You are not merely presbyters 
of the diocése of Western New York; 
you are a high court with a high duty,’ 

Shepard cited the McCreary case, in 


which he said the bishop of the diocese 
had influenced an ecclesiastica] court 
in its decision, remarking that the ver- 
dict of this court had been received 
without respect or consideration. 

“It is inconceivable,’’ Shepard said. 
“that any court should be willing to 
convict of an offense on the uncorrob- 
orated testimony of Alexander, the cur- 
ate under Dr. Crapsey. This Holy 
Catholic church of ours is the subject 
of some division, and in this trial we 
see two such divisions: 


Liberal School's Belief. 


“First, those who see and. are 
vinced of the usefulness of organiza- 
tion and discipline, and second, those 


who believe the church to be a great 
growth and that it will go on growing 
in peauty and sacred extent. This divi- 
Sion may be called the liberal school. 
It is represented here by Dr. Worces- 
ter. 

“In England there is a court repre- 
senting the whole church to -pass on 
matters of doctrine. We have no such 
court in this country. Acocrding to the 
canuns it would appear to be the mind 
of the American church that no court 
should pass on matters of faith and 
doctrine until a final court has been 
established. 

“Even in the time of auto de fe in 
Spain,” Mr. Shepherd said, “there was 
one invariable rule, which was that 
the man accused of heresy should be 
labored with. In this presentment, 
which only says that in the past Dr. 
Crapsey has made certain errors, 
there is not a word to show that he 
was labored with in any way before 
this case was brought to trial.’ 

Continuing, Shepherd expressed his 
belief that the Catholic church, by 
which he said he meant the Universal 
church, for the continent of America, 
‘@ the Protestant Episcopal church. 

“It is to be, I believe,’ he said, 
“the centre of life and good living in 
every community in our land.” 


Church Not ua Club. 


He declared that the church was 
not simply an organization ruled by 
by-laws and regulations, a legal doc- 


ument, or a club; but rather a beau- 
tiful and expanding growth; a church 
which loves liberty, which looks with 
indulgence on its presbyters when 
they err through human frailty. It 
recognizes the possibility the likeli- 
hood of human error and says “God 
will take care that the truth will 
come out and prevail.” 

The speaker then cited precedents 
in which he said that several wel! 
known English clergymen had ex- 
pressed views which could have been 
declared more heretical than those 
uttered by Dr. Crapsey and either 
have never been brought to trial for 
them or have been tried and ac- 
quitted. He made especial reference 
to the case of Archbishop Temple, 
who finally reached the most exalted

Judge Stiness said it seemed that the 
defense was trying the case’ before the 
public and not before the court. “‘!

tween the speeches of the defense and 
the case before the court.” he said. 
“There has been one remarkable thing 
in this proceeding which has led me 
seriously to doubt the good faith of 
the defense, namely, that it has not 
called on Dr. Crapsey to testify.” 

The trial of Dr. Crapsey ended. today 
with the final arguments of counsel. 

The ecclesiastical court took the evi- 
dence under consideration and will ren- 
der a verdict to Bishop Walker, of the 
diocese of Western New York, on or be- 
fore May 15.

Before the day was 
well advanced, the outpour of stocks 
had been resumed, and, as happened 
yesterday, it affected practically every- 
thing. It was again the high-priced 
stocks which suffered, Great Northern 
breaking 7 points, Northern Pacific 3, 
Reading 3%, Anaconda 10, American 
Smeltirig 5, while even stocks like Union 
Pacific and St. Paul fell 2 to 1% points,

today. — 

European markets were somewhat up- 
set by the.New York convulsion, as 
was natural. and money rates hardened 
slightly at London and Berlin. But the 
perturbgtion was not great, and Paris 
discounts continued easy. Furthermore, 
shipments of currency to the West to- 
day were small. | 

As there had been good reasons to ex- 
pect, the bank statement was more per- 
plexing than enlightening. So far as its 
figures are safe witness to the week's 
cash movement, New York has suffered, 
on’ balance, practically no loss at all. 
The decrease reported in specie and 
legal -tender holdings fs only $694,000. 
Upwards of $14,000,000 has certainly 
gone out to San Francisco; this was 
offset, however, first by some $3,000,000 
gained on Government revenue account 
and from new domestic gold: second, by 
about $9,000,000 of Jondon’s gold, re- 
ceived here since last Saturday’s bank 
report was compiled. 

These counter balancing figures show 
that today’s cash return is not further 
astray from facts than the average sys- 
tem of computation often brings it; 
they also indicate that the actual status 
is rather weaker than the official fig- 
ures. Far less attention was paid to 
the eash results, however, than to the 
movement of the loans. In the face of 
the week’s very urgent stock exchange 
liquidation, they increase no less than 
$21,700,000. This remarkable showing 
undoubtedliv reflects both loans made 
to Western banks on the Pacific Coast 
and elsewhere, and the borrowings of 
fire insurance companies. It amply ex- 
plains this week's policy of banks in 
forcing out speculative loans. Govern- 
ment deposits with the banks. Increased 
$11.500,000. 

Grain—Quietude was a salient fea- 
ture in all domestic wheat markets 
today. Most of the time traders were 
showing indifference, and hence the 
fluctuations were inconsequential. At 
times there was slightly weaker ten- 
dency, owing in part to timely rains 
in the West and discouraging cables, 
but later a full recovery ensued. 

Corn was lifeless. but firmly held in 
Sympathy with stronger advices from 
the interior. Exporters are compara- 
tively idle, owing mainiy to the 
Scarcity and higher cost’of corn. 

Marked feverishness characterized 
the speculative dealings in all domes- 
wheat markets this week. As a 
rule prices fluctuated with -striking 
rapidity. The vacillating and some- 
what excited state of the market itn- 
dicated a more general interest on the 
sart of the speculative public and an 
increasing volume of business. The 
frequent rises and falls without any 
specially valid reason suggested un- 
mistakably that there was a  pro- 
nounced variance of opinion among 
leading operators in various markets 
as to the probable outcome. 

Cotton—The cotton market was 
very dull today. The chief interest of 
the trade was centered more in the 
developments of the stock market 
than in cotton, and the continued heavy 
liquidation there and further’ sharp 
breaks in prices were the source of 
further disturbance, and had the effect 
of further restricting speculation in 
cotton. There was no important sell- 
ing pressure, however, and _ prices 
were steadily held at about last 
night's closing quotations throughout 
the list of options. The bull clique 
seems satisfied with this result pend- 
ing further developments. 

The foreign markets were lower by. 
three points on spots at Liverpool ta 
four points on futures in yesterday's 
closing, but this was no more than 
had been expected in response to our

Decline in Securities Has Am- 
ply Discounted ‘the Frisco 
Disaster, 


LOCAL MARKET QUIET 


Outside Speculative Demand 
for Home Issues Is 
Very Light.

Wall street paid the country's bill or 
share in the San Francisco disaster 
many times over in the past week and 
as is usually the case when a national 


calamity appears, the general public 
bears the burden. 
Liyuidation swept the 
on a@-more violent 
time since the 


stock market 
scale than at any 
: present bull moyement 
began and the small margin speculators 
have been placed hors de combat. 

In the end the big interests who have 
been forced to take the offerings of 
their weaker brethren will again make a 
market for their purchases, but Mr. 
Littlefellow will be in a position where 
he can only look on. Then he will see 
who has paid the country’s bill for the 
destruction of credits and property in 
the Frisco disaster. 

What is the actual loss in property from 

the earth’s quaking is still a mooted 
question, but it is safe to say that, be 
it $300,000,000, the highest estimate so 
far made, the sentimental earthquake 
which it precipitateq on the New York 
Stock Exchange ha® caused a loss in 
Securities of five to six times the total 
amount and that enough money on 
paper has been lost several times over 
to have rebuilt the entire city of San 
Francisco. 
_ Naturally, a national calamity of the 
importance of that through which we 
have just passed calls for a contraction 
of paper credits to meet the actual 
losses that have suddenly been: precipi- 
tate’ and which affect hundreds of 
thousands of people and millions of cap- 
ital invested, but there is a limit to 
which the contraction must go to dis- 
count the changed conditions that have 
been brought about, and taking al! 
things into consideration the indications 
are that this limit has been reached. 

3 Country Is Rich. 

This is a great and wealthy country, 
which was most strikingly testified to in 
the raising of a relief fund of over $20,- 
000,000 before the news of the destruc- 
tion of the Golden Gate city was hardly 
off the ‘wires. 

The losses, it is true, were enormous 
and forced the insurance companies and 
others to liquidate large lines of securi- 
ties, but the wheels of industry in the 
country at large did not cease to re- 
volve. The growing crops were in no 
way interfered with. General business 
has received no setback. Our credit 
with foreign nations has been in no way 
impaired. So why is it not reasonable 
to beHeve that Wall street has taken too 
pessimistic a view of the situation? 

Admitting that the backbone of the 
present bull speculation has been bro- 
ken and that the market from the ac- 
tual and speculative losses has received 
a shock which will eventually precipi- 
tate a lengthy decline, the country’s 
condition is not such as will permit a 
big bull speculation to turn into a bear 
market over night. 

On the other hand there are the best 
of grounds for the belief that stocks in 
the near future will recover much if. not 
all of their present loss. 

The bull market of 1900 and 1901 re- 
ceived its dexth knell with the panic 
of May, 1, 1%). In spite of the enor- 
mous losses sustained that day, when 
stocks declined in some instances $60 
per share and the shorts were squeezed 
ia Northern Pacific at $1000 per share, 
the market made a complete recovery 
in the following summer and fall. 

In the big Flower boom of a few 
vears previous the sudden demise of 
Gov. Flower checked the speculation 
and precipitated a small-sized panic, 
but prices made almost a complete re- 
covery very shortly after. 

If these precedents are to be followed 
—and history invariably repeats itself 
on Wall street—the same result may be 
expected now. At each period men- 
tioned a big bull speculation was on, 
and was checked by the unexpected, 
as now. but the recovery soon came. 
Why not now” 

Another point in the situation that ap- 
peals to the writer is the attitude of the 
public and the brokerage element to the 
market. . 

\Where a few days ago nearly all bro- 
kerage houses were advising the pur- 
chase of. stecks or “a conservative atti- 
tude towards the market, pessimism of 
the rankest character is now rampant. 
It is almost impossible to find a bull 
with a fine-tooth comb, and to hear the 
talk in the brokerage offices one would 
think stocks would never advance 
again.

“The sold-out bull is 
most rampant bear. 

When all who were recently bulls 
are suddenly transformed into bears, 
heware the turn for the better is usu- 
ally not far away. 

Market Helped. 

Again the market for the new securi- 
ties that are awaiting issue has now 
been made attractive. New stocks can- 
not be floated on a declining market, 
and a pronounced advance from the 
recent high level looked unreasonable. 
Now, however, with prices $10 to $25 
per share lower, with good crops as- 
sured, and general business ina healthy 
condition, an upward move can easily 
be fostered and the new securities will 
naturally find a more ready market as 
prices are advancing. <2 

The writer does not mean to infer that 
a strong advance is immediately before 
the market, for it is not. The situation 
at San Francisco has caused 
heaval in the speculative and credit 
world that must call for a slow ad- 
justment, but he does assert that the 
pessimism rampant in speculative and 
brokerage circles is unwarranted and 
will some day disappear like a cloud 
before the sun with the biggest bears 
the most urgent buyers, unless of 
course the unforeseen again happens.

OTHER GRAINS QUIET 


Buyers and Sellers Take Little 
Interest in Corn and 
Oats. 


Speculation in grain was at a stand- 
still throughout the week and prices 
moved through a very narrow range. 
Neither the bulls nor bears are confiderm 
of their future position and the news de- 
velopments were of very little import- 
ance. 

In the domestic markets the situation 
is practically unchanged. The cash 
inarket shows a firm tone in the Hast- 


ern and Northwestern markets, but in 
the local trade the demand is almost 
entirely for the best grades of milling 
what. Millers report little ff any im- 
provement in the general flour trade: 
Local receipts continue to run light 
and shipments liberal, and tn the North- 
west receipts show a lessening tendency. 
Stocks are also decreasing at a fairly 
rapid rate and Minneapolis’ supplies 
dropped off 450,000 bushels for the week. 
The foreign situation shows no bene- 
ficial change and outsiders have been 
only moderate buyers in this market. 
Speculation abroad, as in eur markets, 
is at the lowest ebb, and as yet export- 
ers have been unable te compete with 
foreign sellers only in a small way. 

Argentine shipments for the week fa- 
vored. the bulls, the figures showing 2,- 
408,000 bushels, against 3,248,000 bushels 
last week, 3,040,000 bushels last year and 
3.424,000 bushels two years ago. Ship- 
ments of wheat from that country since 
Jan. 1 to date have been 46,564,000 bush- 
els, against 62,687,000 bushels for the 
same period one year ago. 

Corn shipments for the week were l1,- 
471,000 bushels, against 414,000 bushels 
last week, 934,000 bushels last year and 
592,000 bushels two years ago. whinatonts 
of corn from Jan. 1 todate are 6,249,000 
bushels, against 9,969.000 bushels one 
year ago. 

Weather conditions in the growing 
winter wheat area remain ideal, and as 
yet only minor complaints of damage 
are sifting in. These are being entirely 
ignored by the trade at the present time. 

It seems, however, that if an upward 
swing is to develop in the near future 
that the crop killers will be the influence 
and get in their work. The fake black 
rust scare of a year ago is only an in- 
dication of what may be expected when 
once the growing plant has reached a 
stand where actual damage may be de- 
termined upon. The magnifying glass 
will then be in use by all our export 
crop estimaters. 

In the corn market prices have held 
fairly steady and speculation in this 
grain is stagnant. Export and domestic 
demands, however, continue good, and 
the movement from first hands light. 
Stocks should show a rapid decrease 
from now on. 

Oats were neglected, but the price 
range was well maintained. Foreigners 
are still zood buyers in our markets and 
the domestic situation is strong. 

The estimated world’s shinoments of 
wheat for Monday are about 9,200,000 bu, 
of which quantity Europe will take 
about 8.000.000 bu. 

Australian shipments for the week

The “falls” have been and now are the 
spectacular feature ofthe wrecking period. 
UTpon a day set for a big “fall,” the whole 
Fair site is upon the alert. IVhen men are 
running pell-mell to a point of vantage, when 
the foreman.and the visitors to the grounds 
are ail ranged up to see, and when everyone 
is expectant, look out for a mighty crash. 

The people of Cabanne, whose homes arc 
immediately north of the Fair site, are fa- 
muliar with the phenomena attendant upon 
the fall of a big arch, a high tower or a heavy 
wall. There is a terrific and far-rolling roar, 
as if the walls of Jericho had fallen. Imme- 
diately there rises over the Fair ruin a cloud 
of dust, big enough to be seen from a dis- 
tance, and white enough to be characteristic 
of the Fair. 

The wavs in which Samson works at the 
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fair are fascinating to observe. For mstancg. 
t would hardly occur to anyone unfamiliar 
vith the work that a ratroad locomotive 
ould be made a very effective agent of de- 
truction.

Investigation Now Shows That They Were Here 


With French and Spanish—Authentic Summary 


_. by a St. Louis Student of the Subject—What 
History, Old Records and Recollections Show. 


T A recent banquet in the Planters Hotel a 
well-known St. Louis lawyer, in speaking of 
the Irish in St. Louis, made the following 

statement: “After the French came the Spanish, 
after them the Americans, then the Germans, and 
eventually the Irish.” 

- This might convey the impression that the Irish 
only began to arrive in St. Louis a few years ago, 
whereas, as is now shown, they were here in con- 
siderable numbers with the French and the Spanish, 
and, in fact, were among the first settlers. A 
student has now gathered facts on this point never 
before collected, which he briefly summarizes as fol- 
lows:

N 1815 the population of St. Louis was 2000. 


e Billon’s Annals for 1817-20 states: “The adult 
* male population of that day was about 700. 
Of American birth 400, French and Spanish 150, and 
of foreign birth 150. Of these fully two-thirds, or 
about 100, were Irishmen, some 15 to 20 European 
Frenchmen, about the same number English and 
Scotch, and some 10 or 12 Germans.” 

The tax-list for 1811 shows Auguste Chouteau as 
the largest taxpayer, the Irish-American firm, Mc- 
Knight & Brady, second.

louis (1821) contains 749 names. Of these but few
